Ottawa Mr Bennett's state- 
ment in parliament that the gov- 
ernment had been active in the 
wheat market through’ the selling 
agency of the western wheat pools 
during the last two years is Offic: | 
ial confirmation of what was gen- 
erally known.

supporting the purchase and sale 
of wheat futures on a large scale. 
It was an extraordinary course to_ 
take and Mr Bennett's explanation 
is that the government was not in 
terfering in a normally functioning; 
wheat market but was only taking 
steps to prevent the harm that | 
would result from the failure ot | 
the market systemto function nor- | 
mally. Speculation had disappear: | 
ed so that the hedging system, 
would not work properly, he said, 
and if this had been allowed to 
continue, prices would have drop- 
ped heavily, to the great injury of 
the farmers and indirectly of the 
BusIness of the country. 

If the facts are as stated and if 
the operations of the government 
through the selling agency of the 
pools were, from the first, under 
taken solely because of yeed fo 
steadying the market and enabling 
it to function in something like » 


normal way, a good deal can = he 
said for the action taken by the 
sxovernment. 


There was no pegging 0! i 
price; it was allowed to graduall: 
find its own level according to « 
the factors and circumstances al- 
fecting the market. It may be said 
that the knowledge that the gov- 
ernment was in the market kept 
speculators oul, But the much 
greater reason for the absence « 
speculation was the generally de 
moralized condition of the market 
due to the large surpluses frown 
to exist in Canada and the United 
States and the diminishing demand 
in European importing countries 
which were forcing production 
within their own borders and 
largely restricting the importation 


marketing last year, heard a great 
deal about hedging and justified 
the practice. It lessens the risk of 
the grain dealer and enables him 
to pay the farmer a better price. 
But the possibility of hedging was 
seriously affected in the last two 
years by the absence of specula- 
tion, and this is the reason given 


by the government for its activity!
